($3,200.00)  for  the  payment  of  the  snow  plowing  contract. 

To  see  it  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  to  the 
Newfound  Region  Association  to  aid  in  advertising  and 
other  activities  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town,  in  cooperation 
with  other  Towns  of  the  Newfound  Region.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  audit  of  the  ac- 
counts of  John  Coolidge,  Tax  Collector  of  the  Town  of  Bristol.

Exhibit  B — Summary  of  Warrant — Levy  of  1947 
Exhibit  C — Summary  of  Warrant — Levy  of  1946 
Exhibit  D — Summary  of  Warrants — Levies  of  1944  and  1945 

The  audit  was  made  on  February  24,  1948,  and  verifica- 
tion notices  were  sent  to  all  taxpayers  whose  accounts  were 
indicated  as  being  unpaid  on  that  date  according  to  the  Col- 
lector's records.  Actually  no  activity  in  the  Collector's  ac- 
counts took  place  after  the  last  remittance  to  the  Treasurer  on 
January  7,  1948,  which  was  included  in  the  accounts  of  the  fis- 
cal year  ended  December  31,  1947.  The  Collector  resigned 
from  office  on  January  9,  1948. 

As  shown  by  the  Summary  of  the  Collector's  accounts, 
Exhibit  A,  the  amount  due  the  Town  on  account  of  the  levies 
of  1946,  1945  and  1944,  was  $1,310.53.  From  this  amount  a  de- 
duction of  $1,229.25  was  made  on  account  of  excess  credits  of 
the  levy  of  1947.  This  left  a  balance  of  $81.28  due  the  Town 
from  the  Collector.  A  remittance  of  this  amount  should  be 
made  at  once  to  the  Treasurer  by  the  Collector  in  settlement 
of  his  accounts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish 
brush  and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of 
forest  protection  in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions 
nearly  equalling  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great  losses 
were  suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  England,  fire 
damage  and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratifyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  people,  we 
can  hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us 
remember  that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all  fires  are 
caused  by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these  man-caused 
tires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland 
than  for  many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and 
tourists  who  use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous 
than  ever  before.  We  must  therefore  be  ready  for  fires 
which  might  occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by  everyone 
is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen 
will  help,  as  follows : 

(  1 )  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  be- 
fore kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  to- 
bacco before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In 
automobiles,  always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without  de- 
lay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will 
go  far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  coopera- 
tion in  this  way  is  earnestly  solicited.

The  records  of  Minot-Sleeper  Library  indicate  an- 
other year  of  progress  with  increasing  public  interest  in 
its  privileges.  The  summer  patronage  has  been  aug- 
mented in  proportion  to  the  greater  number  of  annual 
vacationists.  The  students  of  our  schools  and  the  regular 
year  'round  population  have  taken  advantage  of  the  op- 
portunities which  a  small  library  affords. 

Eighteen  thousand  and  two  hundred  fifty-two 
books  have  been  passed  over  the  circulation  desk  in  the 
past  twelve  months.  In  addition  to  the  usual  increase  of 
volumes,  fiction  and  non-fiction.  The  World  Book  En- 
cyclopedia, eighteen  volumes,  with  reading  and  study 
guide,  has  improved  the  reference  department.  High 
School  students  and  others  are  finding  this  Encyclopedia 
of  real  value  in  research  work  along  all  lines.

The  list  which  follows  is  published  annually  to  inform 
those  who  are  not  aware  of  this  feature  of  the  library's 
activities :  American  Magazine,  Atlantic  Monthly,  Better 
Homes  &  Gardens,  Coronet,  Cosmopolitan,  Field  and 
Stream,  Good  Housekeeping,  Harpers,  Hobbies,  Ladies 
Home  Journal,  Life,  National  Geographic  (2  copies), 
Nature,  Popular  Science,  Readers'  Digest  (2  copies), 
Saturday  Evening  Post,  Time,  Yankee,  American  Girl, 
Boys'  Life,  Jack  &  Jill,  Holiday.

REPORT  OF  THE  BRISTOL  WATER  WORKS 


As  a  result  of  the  action  of  the  voters  in  the  Town 
meeting  of  1948  the  Selectmen  were  authorized  to  issue 
and  sell  bonds  to  the  extent  of  $32,500  for  improvement 
to  the  water  works  system.  This  sum  represented  the 
cost  of  a  standpipe  on  the  Mayhew  Turnpike  plus  the  ex- 
pense of  water  meters,  two  items  which  must  be  acquired 
in  the  course  of  any  improvement  to  the  present  system. 

Although  test  wells  for  a  ground  water  supply  had 
been  drilled  by  the  Aqueduct  Company  with  negative  re- 
sults, the  Commissioners  felt  that  additional  tests  were 
warranted  before  resorting  to  the  last  alternative  -  namely 
the  filtration   of   Newfound   Lake  water.     Consequent!}- 
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the  R.  E.  Chapman  Company  of  Oakdale,  Mass.,  was  con- 
tracted to  test  further  for  a  suitable  ground  water  supply. 

This  drilling  began  in  September  and  seven  8  inch 
test  wells  were  sunk.  Five  of  these  were  along  the  New- 
found River  valley  and  two  in  the  Danforth  Brook  area. 
Of  these  seven,  only  the  sixth  well,  on  the  Corneau  farm 
along  the  Danforth  Brook,  produced  suitable  water. 

This  source  produced  an  adequate  supply  of  excel- 
lent properties,  and,  because  of  its  location  and  purity 
without  filtration,  it  was  decided  to  develop  this  ground 
water  supply  and  to  abandon  the  lake  as  our  source  of 
water  as  soon  as  possible. 

Howard  Bailey  of  Boston  has  been  engaged  as  en- 
gineer in  this  project  and  the  necessary  preliminary  work 
has  begun.  The  project  will  require  a  considerable  in- 
vestment, as  it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  at  least 
twenty  acres  of  land,  develop  wells,  pumps,  pipes,  stand- 
pipe,  and  meters. 

The  cost  of  the  test  wells  was  paid  out  of  the  earn- 
ings of  the  Water  Works  in  1948,  and  the  authorization 
of  a  bond  issue  last  year  for  improvements  has  not  as  yet 
been  touched.  The  investment  may  be  great,  but  the 
town  can  look  forward  to  a  pure  supply  of  water  trans- 
mitted to  a  great  extent  by  new  equipment  and  at  a 
maintenance  cost  considerably  less  than  the  filtration  of 
Newfound  Lake  water.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

1948-49 

Teacher  Training.  During  the  past  two  years  considera- 
ble work  has  been  clone  by  the  teachers  to  improve  their 
teaching.  Two  elementary  workshops  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  State  Board  of  Education  have  been  held. 
( )ne  of  these  was  in  the  field  of  social  studies  and  the  last 
one  on  art.  These  *vere  very  well  conducted  by  the  state 
staffs  and  the  response  of  the  teachers  very  fine.  The 
first  one  of  these  "broke  the  ice"  and  the  desire  of  the 
teachers  to  do  more  for  their  pupils  then  took  the  form  of 
taking  extension  courses  during  the  winter,  and  summer 
courses  later,  and  again  this  winter  by  more  extension 
courses  with  teachers  in  Canaan  traveling  to  Tilton  once 
a  week  to  attend  a  course  sponsored  by  Plymouth  Tea- 
chers' College.  It  has  been  impossible  for  all  teachers  to 
take  summer  or  extension  courses  because  of  varying 
circumstances  but  the  general  response  has  been  en- 
couraging. It  is  hoped  that  this  trend  will  continue  and 
increase  in  participation  as  the  good  results  are  dis- 
cussed by  teachers  themselves.  Bridgewater  and  Danbury 
school  boards  have  paid  part  of  the  costs  of  summer  ses- 
sions. This  is  an  increasing  tendency  particularly  where 
no  salary  schedule  exists  which  often  makes  salary  in- 
creases based  in  part  on  extra  study.  Bristol  joined  with 
Tilton  and  Belmont  in  a  high  school  workshop  which  was 
most  challenging  and  thought  provoking  but  was  of  such 
a  nature  that  time  is  needed  to  properly  evaluate  the  con- 
tent and  to  make  haste  slowly  in  curriculum  revision  and 
methods  of  teaching.  The  .greatest  value  of  all  of  these 
devices  has  been  to  renew  the  individual's  desire  to  learn 
more  about  teaching  and  youngsters  so  that  each  pupil 
may  be  better  taught.  It  might  not.be  wrong  here  to 
point  out  that  the  higher  level  of  pay  of  teachers  may  be 
in  part  a  contributing  factor  of  self-improvement. 
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Critical  Shortage  of  Elementary  Teachers.  Much  has 
been  written  on  local,  state,  and  national  levels  on  the 
critical  shortage  of  elementary  teachers.  It  is  not  a  local 
problem  but  a  national  one  due  to  become  more  acute  as 
the  pre-school  youngsters  pour  into  the  elementary 
schools  requiring  many  more  teachers  in  this  field.  To  be 
perfectly  frank  about  the  whole  thing  anyone  belittling 
this  situation  is  ill  informed  to  say  the  least.  Often  there 
are  good  teachers  living  in  an  area  who  will  or  can  not 
teach  for  one  reason  or  another.  For  all  practical  pur- 
poses they  don't  exist.  There  are  always  some  on  the 
spring  lists  of  teachers  who  are  looking  for  a  job  every 
year.  Perhaps  the  best  indication  of  the  shortage  is  the 
fact  that  a  city  superintendent  will  write  in  to  a  teachers' 
college  and  offer  to  take  sight  unseen  the  whole  graduat- 
ing class.  It  is  my  hrm  belief  that  teachers  well  qualified 
with  either  successful  teaching  experience  or  bright  pros- 
pects of  the  same  will  remain  in  critical  supply  for  10-15 
years  at  least,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  school  men 
throughout  the  nation  are  devoting  much  thought  and 
time  to  easing  the  situation. 

Increasing  Costs.  A  10%  increase  in  costs  of  supplies, 
books,  etc.,  seems  to  be  the  general  opinion.  This  might 
well  include  fuel,  telephone  rates  etc.  It  is  difficult  to  see 
how  these  costs  will  drop  and  level  off  in  the  near  future. 
Structural  costs  are  out  of  sight  and  will  remain  there  as 
long  as  defense  and  housing  demands  remain  as  much  in 
demand  as  at  present.  Department  of  Labor  cost  of  liv- 
ing indexes  show  about  16%  rise  in  the  last  two  years 
with  only  slight  drops  in  some  items  during  the  past  few 
months. 

The  Tax  Burden.  The  property  tax  still  bears  the  heavy 
part  of  all  costs  on  the  local  levels  including-  school  and 
town  expenses.  In  spite  of  conservative  evaluations  the 
property  tax  is  a  major  item,  and  is  bearing  a  load  all  out 
of  proportion  to  its  capacity.     Xew  Hampshire  tax  laws 
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need  careful  study  and  revision  to  not  only  relieve  the 
property  tax  but  to  absorb  increased  costs  of  items  over 
which  we  locally  have  no  control.  When  we  see  and  hear 
the  need  of  new  buildings,  when  we  know  that  there  will 
literally  be  millions  more  in  our  schools  soon  we  begin  to 
raise  our  eyebrows  less  at  the  thought  of  more  state  and 
federal  aid.  both  branches  of  government  having  sources 
of  tax  monies  not  taxable  at  the  local  level.  The  con- 
sumer will  pay  in  the  end  but  all  people  do  not  consume 
the  same  things,  and  much  wealth  in  the  U.S.  may  be 
found  which  is  not  real  estate.  The  tax  problem  will  be 
one  we  should  all  follow  in  the  legislature  which  will  be 
in  session  by  the  time  this  is  in  print. 

Tuition  Charges.  There  seems  to  be  a  general  misunder- 
standing of  tuition  charges  and  since  all  towns  are  either 
on  the  receiving  or  paying  end  of  this  proposition  it 
would  seem  well  to  explain  some  phases  of  this.  A  school 
district  may  charge  a  high  school  tuition  up  to  its  average 
cost  of  instruction  provided  this  cost  is  lower  than  the 
state  average.  In  case  its  costs  are  greater  it  may  charge 
the  state  average.  In  figuring  the  costs  either  locally  or 
on  the  state  level  four  items  in  the  budget  are  counted: 
1)  Teachers'  Salaries;  (2)  Text  Books;  (3)  Scholars'  Sup- 
plies; (4)  Other  Expenses  of  Instruction.  The  total  of 
these  costs  divided  by  the  average  membership  for  the 
same  year  gives  the  cost  of  instruction.  In  past  years 
most  places  have  charged  a  figure  well  under  this.  How- 
ever, with  increasing  costs  in  these  items  there  is  a  strong 
trend  throughout  the  state  to  charge"  the  actual  amount 
spent  especially  now  that  state  aid  is  mostly  based  on 
equalized  evaluation  of  property.  Obviously  there  are 
other  costs  such  as  heat,  lights,  janitor  service,  minor  re- 
pairs and  expenses,  other  special  activities,  insurance, 
new  equipment  and  alterations  of  old  buildings,  which 
are  a  part  of  overall  costs.  On  a  contractual  basis  a 
school  district  might  charge  another  district  a  per  pupil 
charsre  for  these  items.     Few  districts  do  so  however.     It 
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should  be  pointed  out  that  this  era  may  be  slowly  draw- 
ing to  a  close  especially  where  new  building-  construction 
is  contemplated  either  to  take  care  of  increased  enroll- 
ments, or  to  offer  a  better  educational  program.  Building 
costs  are  so  prohibitive  that  few.  if  any,  of  the  districts 
maintaining  high  schools  can  build  on  any  basis  other 
than  charging  a  rate  to  cover  everything  including  capital 
improvements  and  interest,  or  on  a  cooperative  basis  with 
other  towns  taking  advantage  of  present  or  future  laws. 
State  Legislation.  There  will  be  bills  introduced  in  the 
general  court  which  will  have  far  reaching  effects  in  New 
Hampshire  whether  or  not  they  become  laws.  At  this 
point  all  we  can  do  is  suggest  that  they  get  our  best  study 
and  considered  action.  This  is  our  legislature  and  "We 
Are  The  People".

REPORT   OF   THE   HEADMASTER   OF   BRISTOL 
HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  school  year.  1948-49,  started  in  September 
with  a  total  enrollment  of  121  pupils,  but  increased  at  one 
time  to  131.  At  the  present  time  the  enrollment  is  128. 
three  people  having  left  school  when  their  families  moved 
to  a  different  locality  or  decided  to  go  elsewhere  in  order 
to  attend  a  larger  school.  It  is  felt  that  interest  in  the 
school  has  been  good,  which  is  indicated  by  our  enroll- 
ment and  by  the  fact  that  attendance  for  the  half  year 
was  96.3  per  cent. 

In  line  with  recommended  procedures,  longer 
j  eriods  have  been  instituted  in  school.  This  has  made 
possible  a  varied  activity  program  as  a  result  of  the  flexi- 
bility of  the  schedule.  However,  with  such  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  pupils,  some  of  the  classes  are  too  large. 
which     makes    good     instruction     difficult.       Possibly    a 
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change  will  be  made  to  reduce  the  size  of  some  of  the 
classes.  Added  to  the  curriculum  this  year  were  two 
new  subjects  —  Consumer  Science  and  Consumer  Mathe- 
matics. More  emphasis  is  being"  placed  on  those  students 
who  don't  expect  to  further  their  formal  education  be- 
yond high  school,  but  will  become  consumers,  house- 
wives and  wage  earners. 

Our  activity  program  has  been  enlarged  to  include 
the  same  activities  of  the  past:  Band,  Chorus,  Glee 
Clubs.  Dramatics,  Hi-Y  and  Tri-Hi-Y,  Boys'  and  Girls' 
Basketball,  Baseball  and  Track,  plus  a  new  club  in  Music 
Appreciation  and  in  Science.  This  has  made  it  possible 
for  a  greater  number  of  students  to  participate  in  school 
activities,  but  more  should  be  done  to  enable  each  person 
in  school  to  participate  in  at  least  one  activity. 

Nearly  everyone  in  Bristol  realizes  our  limitations 
and  shortcomings,  but  rather  than  list  them  individually, 
I  feel  they  can  be  summarized  by  lack  of  proper  curricu- 
lum due  to  limited  space. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  on  behalf  of  the 
school  to  thank  the  people  of  Bristol  and  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  them  for  the  fine  support  given  the  school 
during  the  year.  Many  of  our  activities  could  not  have 
been  successful  had  not  the  townspeople  given  their  full 
support.

GRADE    SCHOOL    PRINCIPAL'S    REPORT 

Last  spring  I  was  invited  to  attend  a  meeting  in 
Concord  to  help  formulate  a  Social  Studies  Program  for 
the  New  Hampshire  Elementary  Schools. 

Xo  area  of  instruction  has  received  so  much  atten- 
tion in  recent  years  as  the  Social  Studies  Program.  Be- 
cause that  type  of  instruction  is  being  followed  in  our 
schools  today  Ave  should  be  aware  of  what  it  means. 

The  term  social  studies  is  a  collective  name  for  the 
teaching  materials  dealing-  with  the  study  of  social  rela- 
tionships. 

It  was  found  that  in  the  subjects  of  civics,  history 
and  geography  there  was  a  common  field.  They  all  dealt 
with  human  relationships  or  with  people  and  that  which 
is  about  them. 

The  main  fault,  cited  by  many  educators,  with 
teaching  geography  or  history  separately  is  that  it  puts 
too  much  stress  on  the  learning  of  facts.  The  thought  of 
gaining  knowledge  without  proper  interpretation  is  of 
little  or  no  value  to  the  child. 

For  instance ;  now  we  are  having  a  unit  in  the 
seventh  grade  on  Argentina.  We  learn  that  Argentina's 
chief  products  are  beef  and  wheat.  We  have  learned  and 
discussed  that  because  the  United  States  has  similar  cli- 
matic conditions  it  also  has  much  wheat  and  beef.  The 
result  being  that  there  is  much  competition  between  these 
two  in  world  markets. 

It  isn't  enough  that  we  learn  there  is  oil  in  the 
Middle  East.  We  should  realize  that  the  desire  for  that 
natural  resource  by  many  powerful  countries  may  be  the 
making  of  another  war. 

Many  have  learned  the  capitals  and  cities  of  the 
states  of  the  United  States  without  reasons  for  them  be- 
ing: cities  and  whv  thev  have  grown. 
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History  has  been  taught  as  a  series  of  facts  and 
nothing  of  the  relations  involving-  these  facts.  Civics  has 
been  taught  as  pure  facts  about  our  government  without 
regard  of  the  feeling  of  the  child  toward  his  country  and 
its  ways  of  democracy.  The  results  of  this  teaching  can 
be  seen  in  our  noting  results  of  the  present  day.  Our 
local,  state,  and  national  government  poll  results  have 
many  times  been  from  the  minority  and  not  from  the  ma- 
jority of  our  voting  populace! 

In  order  to  gain  desirable  outcomes  in  our  social 
studies  it  is  necessary  to  make  use  of  as  many  references 
to  certain  problems  or  units  as  are  available.  In  this  way 
many  interpretations  are  acquired. 

Our  program  for  social  studies  in  our  elementary 
curriculum  is  still  in  the  elastic  or  moulding  stage.  I  shall 
cite  the  suggested  program  for  a  couple  of  the  grades. 

In  grade  three  we  consider  how  the  community 
helps  us  to  g-et  our  basic  needs. 

In  grade  four  we  interpret  type  studies  and  Colo- 
nial Life,  emphasizing  New  Hampshire.  The  main 
thought  here  being  how  people  use  the  things  around 
them  in  order  to  live  well  and  to  help  others  live  well. 

Children  who  are  growing  up  in  this  complex  so- 
ciety must  realize  their  responsibility  to  it.  What  better 
way  could  the  child  realize  true  interrelationship  between 
him  and  his  environment  than  through  the  social  studies  ?
